Georgie lions stun Apia

ELEVEN young lions,

From all of 30 metres 
big Waddell’s somewhat 
miraculous blast at goal 
managed to dip and 
swerve its way inside the 
far post and even Wad- 
dell looked to have sur- 
prised himself as the 
ball nestled in the back 
of the net. 

When the raw-boned 
figure of Parton spread- 
eagled the pack to head 
home Kindtner’s corner 
two minutes later and 
give George Cross the 
lead. the roar of the 
crowd shook the found- 
ations of the old grand- 
stand. 

Minutes later the 
send-off of Darren Ste- 
wart not only effectively 
ended Apia’s hopes. but 
it also served to epito- 
mise the whole contest

IT can never 
happen anywhere 
else, not even in 
poverty stricken 
third world coun- 
tries. 

Of course I’m refer- 
ring to the tragic situa- 
tion our various Soc- 
ceroo teams find them- 
selves in a full twelve 
months after elimina 
tion from the World 
Cup. 

A whole year has 
passed since it became 
obvious to everybody 
— including the man 
himself — that Frank 
Arok’s days as national

Therefore a 
ridiculous charade of 
deception was played 
out for all that time in 
the name of the almigh- 
ty dollar, and to hell 
with the untold damage 
inflicted on our natio- 
nal team. 

Now that the appa- 
rent circumstances be- 
hind Arok’s prolonged 
but inevitable depar- 
ture have come out into 
the open, it's become 
quite clear that the

It also makes it much 
easier to take a calcu- 
lated gamble and 
wager a small bet on 
who our new national 
coach is most likely to 
be.

NSW Challenge Cup

PRIZEMONEY of 
$7000 is up for 
grabs in the NSW 
Challenge Cup 
competition, 
which kicks off on 
the weekend of 
March 31/April 1. 

Competing will be 
the 12 non-NSL mem- 
ber clubs of the NSW 
State League, in 2x6 
team divisions. 

The play-off between 
the divisional winners 
takes place on May 6, 
with the winner receiy- 
ing $5,000 and the los- 
er $2,000. 

The competition will 
be run on a novel basis, 
with aggregate point 
scores of the first grade 
and under 19 teams de- 
ciding the winner. 

First grade will be 
run on the basis of 4 
points for a win, 1 for a 
draw and 0 for a loss. 

In under 19 the 
arrangement is 2 for a 
win I for a draw and 0 
for a loss. 

NSW Federation 
general manager Ian 
Holmes s: “The 
Federation had to re- 
solve two competing 
imperatives — to get 
the State League clubs 
more games,whilst at 
the same time avoiding 
an overlap of the NSL 
season so that the win- 
ner gains promotion to 
the NSL. 

“The re-arrange- 
ment means that the 12 
clubs get at least five 
serious Challenge Cup 
matches plus 16 in the 
premiership, which 
brings up 21 games. 

The 21 games falls 
well short of the abso- 
Jute minimum 25 
matches aim of some 
clubs. 

As it stood clubs 
were only to get 10/11 
home games. 

There is clearly a de- 
gree of unhappiness 
amongst the clubs, 
with some stating they 


would rather have 
three full rounds with- 
out NSL club interven- 
tion. 

Mr Holmes admitted 
that the competition 
scheme was “not total- 
ly ideal,” and stated he 
believed it was the best 
available solution. 

Five NSL clubs have 
entered the NSW State 
League, fielding Under 
23 teams which can be 
supplemented with up 
to four overage 
players. 

NSW teams can ap- 
ply to secure guest 
players. 

It could be quite 
embarrassing to the 
NSW Federation if the 
under 23 entries from 
the NSL clubs were at 
the top of the league, 
and perhaps even took 
out the ‘promotion’ 

“New blood was 
needed in the (State 
League) competition. 

“In addition the 
NSL clubs can ensure 
that many of their 
players are match fit. 

“Also the under 23s 
with national team 
aspirations will be well 
serviced,” Mr Holmes 
added.

“I do not believe the 
Federation can ignore 
the united opposition of 
all its first division mem- 
bers.” 

NSW Soccer Federa- 
tion general secretary 
lan Holmes says the 
reason for the new look 
competition is the need 
to accommodate the 
NSW Quit National 
Soccer League clubs 
who will be entering 
under 23 teams with up 
to four over-age 
players. 

“That, together with 

one relegated team 
from the QNSL, will 
give us 18 clubs, and 
with the necessity to 
complete our fixtures in 
advance of the 1990-91 
QNSL season, we sim- 
ply do not have the time 
for two full rounds,” he 
said.

United they fall 


IT’s becoming some- 
thing of an outdated 
cliche to say that 
Manchester United 
are the most famous 
club side in the 
world. 

‘The three great teams 
built by Sir Matt Busby 
in the 1950s and 1960s 
are long gone, and no 
modern-day equivalent 
has arisen to take their 
place. After sporadic 
successes in the 80s (two 
FA Cup wins). United 
have begun the 90s star- 
ing only at the prospect 
of relegation from the 
First Division. 

A run of 11 games 
without a win in the 
middle of the season, 
which dropped them to 
17th place in the table 
was only the latest in a 
series of disasters which 
have plagued the Old 
Trafford club this year. 

First came the injury 
to big-money signing 
Neil Webb, before he 
had played even a hand- 
ful of games for the 
club. 

Then came a trauma- 
tic 5-1 defeat at the 
hands of intense local 
rivals Manchester City 
in September. 

Humiliation on the 
field was compounded 
by embarrassment off it, 
when the prospective 
takeover of the club by 
young property tycoon 
Michael Knighton fell 
through as he failed to 
raise sufficient finance 
— this after he had 
paraded himself on the 
pitch at Old Trafford 
and proclaimed the start 
of a “New Era’ 


Dismal 


Perhaps even more 
interesting than Un- 
ited’s dismal form on 
the pitch, however, are 
the reasons why they 
have lost their enor- 
mous popularity in Eng- 
lish soccer as a whole. 
and are now as widely 
disliked by the soccer 
public as they once were 
adored.

Busby as manager. 

With Busby gone 
from centre-stage, the 
last link with the 1958 
Munich air crash was 
broken, and it was this 
event more than any 
other which inspired the 
sentimental attachment 
‘of so many to United. 

With Busby went the 
remnants of his last 
great team, the one 
which won the Euro- 
pean Cup in 1968, 

Bobby Charlton re- 
tired in 1973, George 
Best succumbed to the 
pressures of huge fame 
and a wayward lifestyle. 
and Denis Law returned 
‘only to score the goal 
for Manchester City 
which condemned Un- 
ited to relegation in 
1974. 

Their one-season stay 
in Second Division was 
to create a completely 
new image of Manches- 
ter United, as their fans 
caused mayhem at 
grounds all around the 
country at the height of 
the English hooligan 
problem. 

In more recent years. 
further factors have 
alienated United from 
the rest of football. 

Their popularity with 
the TV companies. 
particularly since the 
start of live coverage in 
the mid-80s has left 
many people (including. 
it must be said. United 
fans themselves) feeling 
sick of the sight of them: 

All too often their 
performances have ab- 
jectly failed to justify 
their big billing and the 
lavish attention sho- 
wered on to them by the 
media in general 


Secondly. the enor- 
mous sums of money 
spent by United in 
trying to achieve success 
has become something 
of an obscenity. 

This season alone 
they have splashed out 
on Gary Pallister (2.3 
million pounds. from 
Middlesbrough), Neil 
Webb (1.5 million, Not- 
tingham Forest), Danny 
Wallace (1.2 million, 
Southampton), Paul Ince 
(800,000, West Ham) 


and Michael Phelan 
(750,000, Norwich City), 

Small wonder that 
manager Alex Fergu- 
son’s pleas that he has 
not been able to select 
his strongest team due 
to injuries receive a less 
than sympathetic 
hearing! 

United built their 
reputation on players 
brought through the 
club's superb youth 
team. and given the 
chance to perform at the 
earliest possible age. 

Their dependence 
now on hugely expen- 
sive stars bought from 
other clubs is an obvious 
reasons for the decline 
in their status in the 
eyes of most neutrals. 


Not alone 

It’s true that United 
are not alone in this re- 
spect — Liverpool. 
Everton, Arsenal, Tot- 
tenham and others have 
also spent ridiculous 
sums. 

‘The difference is that. 
with the exception of 
Spurs. they have all won 
the League at least once 
in the last five years. 
United's last success 
was as long ago as 1967, 

Together with these 
clubs. United have used 
their wealth and power 
to encourage spetula- 
tion of a Super League. 
which would leave smal- 
Jer clubs out in the cold. 

It is for this arrogant 
stance, above all, that 
so many people would 
now delight in seeing 
United relegated them- 
selves. 

It would confirm the 
belief that the health of 
the League lies in its un- 
predictability, and not

simply in the drawing 
power of the top clubs. 
Most worrying of all 
for United is the fact 
that even their own fans 
are now deserting them. 


Attendances last year 
averaged “only’ 36,000, 
and this year some 
home games have 
already attracted less 
than 30,000. 


While other clubs 
would revel in such 
figures, for Manchester 
United they represent a 
crisis of major propor- 
tions. * 


The constant pressure 
on United to live up to 
their past. the endless 
boardroom battles 
which attract only 
adverse ‘publicity and 
the rock-bottom public 
image of both chairman 
Martin Edwards and 
manager Alex Ferguson 
have all helped to create 
the air of disillusion 
which now hangs over 
Old Trafford, 


A return to the values 
instilled by Busby seems 
the only solution. but 
his way are no longer 


United’s ways. 


Money talks every-

While that remains 
the case.
